In Changing the Mind of the World—Prac- 
tical Considerations in Placing Peace on a 
Sure Foundation.

Not from Geneva or Brussels In 


peace to come to this 
war-torn 


world, 
but 
from 
Bethlehem. 


There, above those brown hills of 
Judca, a soldier chorus—"the heav- 
enly host"—jubilantly proclaimed 
at the first Christmas the 
only 


workable program for a warless 
earth. 


Hundreds of peace pacts 
have 


been written since 
then—mostly 


by designing and disingenuous dip- 
lomats 
seeking 
advantage 
for 


their own 
nations. Some 
such 


treaties, like the one 
signed 
at 


• Versailles 
nineteen 
years ago, 


have been but breeders 
of 
war 


and social unrest. Statecraft has 
never produced a document ade- 
quate for genuine and continuing 
peace. And it never will, so long 
as men remain as they are. 


But behind the Christmas Proc- 


lamation of Peace was the wis- 
dom of heaven. What the Sabaoth 
sang was no mere human senti- 
ment, but the very plan of God 
Himself. 
He is too wise to be- 


lieve that such a vast 
blessing 


as peace could come on any other 
condition than that of changed 
human hearts. So heaven's Christ- 
mas formula was, "Glory to God 
in the highest"—we may not over- 
look this first part of the pro- 
nouncement—"and on earth peaee 
among men of good will." 
Only 


good will can create good weal. 
So long as men hate and fear and 
overreach one another, peace 
is 


impossible of attainment. 


Peace That WO-H No Peace. 


Our Christmas Lesson thesis is 
that peace is being brought to the 
world by the Birth of Jesus.

The hideous tale of national ar- 
maments, which threaten to upset 
the whole economic order, is a 
familiar one.

•was sent to the county auditor 
In those counties having an au- 
ditor, otherwise to

clerk.

The uniform accounting system 
was prescribed 
by a 
legislative 


act of tho <J3rd Legislature; how- 
ever, no funds for its preparation 
or tho necessary printing, were 
provided. 


System Just Complete*!.

Tho uniform .system has been In 
preparation, largely on a volun- 
teer basis insofar as actual map- 
ping of the forma la concerned, 
since that time, and has just been 
completed.

Heretofore, general hooks 
of a county have not included fee 
officers' accounts. 


4. Preparation of

hudgot is simplified by furnishing 
the budget officer a single source 
showing all needs and all sources 
of revenues. 


5. A substantial savings may 


bo mode in costs of stationery 
and supplies, as tho necessity for 
printing special forms for each 
county will be rllminated and tho 
forms provided by tho comptroller 
will be stick items in printers' 
stocks. 


Shoppard suggested that coun- 


ties have a complete audit mnde 
of accounts before Installing the 
uniform syatom, in order that er- 
rors In previous recods may not 
bn carried forward.
